Callfornia Congressmen Try-
iog It on with » New
Anti-Chinese Bill.

Washington, 12.—Following is the full
text of the naw Chiness bill framed by
Miller, Jones and P‘ﬁ’ yesterdsy, and
which baving been this morning sgreed
to by the msjority of the House com-
mittes on sducstion and labor, will be
offered by Pagein the Houss of repre-
sentatives next Monday, with the com-
mittes’s recoinmendstion for ils psseage
under a suspension of the ruler.

A bill to executs certain tresty stipula-
tions relating to Chinese.

Whereas, in the opinivn of Lhe govern-
ment of the Unpited States, the comiog
of Chiness laborers to this country en-
dangers the good order of certain local-
ities within the Te:ritory; therefore,

Be it enacied, etc, that {rom and sfter
the expiration of sixty days next after
the passage of thissct, and until the ex-
piration of ten years next sfier the pas-
-age of this sct, the coming of Chiness
iaborers to the United Sistes be and the
same i hereby ruspended, and durin
stuch euspension it »ball not te lawfu
for any Chinese luborer to come, 07 hay-
ing 80 come arter tife expirslion of said
sixty daye, (o remain wiihin the United
States.

Sec 2—Thal any msster of any vessel
of whalever nationshly, Who shsll
knowingly on auch vessel bring within
the jurisdiction of the United States and
permit to t& Ianded, a: ¥y Cuinese laborer
from sny foreign port or plees, eball be
deamed guoiley of & misdemsanor, and on
conviction thereofaball be punished by &
fine of nol more than $500 for esch nnd
every Chinese laborer 50 brought, and
may be also imprisonad for u term not
ex ceeding one year.

» Sec. 8—Thal the two foregoing sec.
tions shall not spply ko Chinese Inborers
who werein the Uniled States oo the 17th
dsy of November, 1880, or who shall

4—That for the purpose of pro-
perly identifcing CUbine e luborars who
wers in tne United Sistez: on the 17th
day of November, 1880, or who snail
have coms irl) Lhe sume befors the ex-
piration of sixty deya alier the pas-age of
this actl, and in order to furnish them
with the proper evidence of their right to
go from snd come to the United States
